ILLITRRACY IN THE SOUTH, 

Nearly three-feurths of the illiterate voters 
of the country ®ere in the southern states, 
those states haying one-third of the voters ‘of 
the country. ‘Between 1870 and 1880, there | 
had been no diminution in the proportion of 
illiterates to the whole population, as 
shown by the census tabies. Refer- 
ring to the general industriel and social 
condition of the colored population of the 
south, Mr. Blair declaredthat it was rapily 
becoming werse. The people «vere becoming 
discontented and demoralized, the roung 
men were tecoming mere and more dicposed 
to violemee, anc dritting ‘nto a cendition 
which boées harm to the republic, unless 
education be brought premptly to bear.
